“The right of free speech is not 
ab solute, b ut must y ield to na­ 
tional interests justifiab ly thought 
to b e of larger importance. The 
same is true of the right to remain 
silent. 
'When legislating what it b e­ 
lieves to b e a threat of sub stan­ 
tive evil of national welfare. Con­ 
gress may ab ridge either freedom.”

This In the words of the more discreet poU- 
tlcians[ is caUed “logrolling” in reverse; thou ^ 
in the words of the bru tally frank , it is called 
legisUtion by “black maU.” Whatever you c ^ it. 
many of the boys on Capitol Hill now f igi« 
they have Harry Tru man -wdiere they want him 
and can pu t on the sq u eeze. 
The first time they sensed this was when he 
changed his mind abou t vetoing the cotton- 
peanu t acreage bill. 
Sm art Hepu bUcan observers, also sensing this, 
have already u pped their betting on the con­ 
gressional elections next November by 50 per 
cent. They k now that whenever 
a President 
becomes the creatu re of a Congress rather than 
it! leader, his party sUrta on the downgrade. 


OOP Gets Coek y 
Here’s what happened regarding cotton a nd / 
peanu ts that mak es the Bepu bUcans look ao 
cock y. 
The cotton-peanu t acreage bill started ou t to 
be a good bill. Siane su ch legislation was neces­ 
sary in order to rectify inju stices in acreage, 
especially cotton. Bu t when the bUl got into 
the. Hou se Agricu ltu re committee, the steam­ 
roller cotton lobby managed to increase cotton 
allotmenU by 1.000,000 to 2,000,000 acres. This, 
despite the fact that the taxpayers have already 
shelled ou t $601,133,844 to pay for su rplu s cot­ 
ton, which is many tinMS the amou nt of the 
potato biU, thou gh receiving a lot less pu blicity. 
Potatoes, for instance, cost Uncle Sam only 
$50,000,000 this year. 
Several Congressmen opposed this increase, 
inclu ding CecU White of Fresno, Calif., once one 
of the biggest cotton growers in the Central 
valley; also Stephen Pace of Georgia, who k nows 
more abou t agricu ltu re than most Congressmen, 
‘ and W. R. Poage, from cotton-growing Texas. 
The Department of Agricu ltu re also opposed any 
increase, said that cotton acreage shou ld be 18 
to 19 million acres. 
Bu t a coalition, led by Dixiecrat Tom Aber­ 
nathy of Mississippi, overru led them, fixed the 
acreage at 22 to 2S million. 
Once the cotton bloc had u pped its acreage. 
Congressman Pace, who represents 
a great 
p^nu t-grow ing district, demanded the same 
treatm ent for the Georgia ‘‘goober.” 


Whea t w m Be Nex t 


The Department of Agricu ltu re argu ed that 
no more peanu ts were necessary, bu t peanu t 
acreage was increased by 100,000 acres anyway. 
At this point, the wheat lobby also wanted 
to increase its acreage, bu t Congressman Cliff 
Hope of Kansas, rank ing Repu blican, agreed to 
pu t wheat in another bill. He made it plain, 
however, that the wheat farmers wou ld expect 
to get theirs too. 
Meanwhile, last year’s wheat carryover was 
307.000,000 bu shels; the cotton carryover was 
5,287,000 bales; the Commodity Credit Corpora­ 
tion, which handles these su rplu ses has ex­ 
hau sted its fu nds, has had to remove price su p­ 
ports on pork and will need an additional bor­ 
rowing au thority of two billion dollars. Its total 
loss on price su pports for the year ending Ju ne 
30, 19 49 , was $254,762,000. 
All this was why Tru man’s economic advisers 
u rged him to veto the cotton-peanu t k icreage 
bilL They argu ed that crop acreages mu st be 
held down, not increased; that if peanu ts and 
cotton were increased, other crops wou ld have 
to be increased, and that not even potatoes 
cou ld be cu t. 
At first, the President was all set to veto. 
Then the biggest gu ns in the Democratic party 
u nlimbered for action, inclu ding sc» ne of his 
best friends. 


Smart Lobbying 


O rgani« r of the Key West pressu re was 
Georgia’s astu te Sen. Dick Ru ssell. Thou gh not 
being an intimate of Tru man’s, he was smart 
enou gh to stay in the back grou nd, let recognized 
Tru manites do the lobbying. Instead, Senators 
Lister Hill and John Spark man of Alabama, 
Olin Johnston of Sou th Carolina and Frank 
Graham of North Carolina, all sou thern Demo­ 
crats engaged in fighting the Dixiecrats, sent 
messages to Key West. 
Bu t most effecUvc of all was Vice President 
Bark ley who made a phone call to Mr. Tru man, 
in effect warned him: 
*Tf you veto this bill, there will be

plosion that wiU rock the Democratic 
pa rty .

hand. Increasing cotton and peanu t acreage 
wou ld bu y solid sou thern Democratic votes for 
the State Department and its foreign policy. 
Mr. Tru man listened, worried, signed the 
cotton-peanu t bill. 
*rhat*s one reason Sen. Lyndon Johnson is so 
confident that he will also sign the Kerr bill; 
also why the Repu blicans are getting so con­ 
fident abou t next November. For this time Mr. 
Tru man doesn’t have any 80th Repu blican- 
controlled Congress to u se as a pu nching bag. 
This time the Democrats control Congress, and 
already the GOP is planning to featu re mou n­ 
tains of potatoes and other costly crop carry­ 
overs as one highlight of their campaign litera­ 
tu re.

Unless President Tru man vetoes the K err bill 
exempting independent natu ral gas produ cers 
from federgl regu lation, millions of gas con­ 
su mers may find rates going u p. 
Senator Kerr, Ok lahoma Demoorat and au thor 
of the measu re, did not deny that his plan 
wou ld allow produ cers to charge more for their 
gas. Bu t he and other proponents of the bill 
argu ed that any increases probably wou ld be 
absorbed by distribu tors rather than passed on 
to consu mers throu gh higher retail rates. 
Opponents cou ldn’t see it that way. 
They 
predicted that domestic and indu strial u sers of 
natu ral gas in the East and Midwest wou ld 
have to pay between $300 million and $500 
million a year in increased rates. 
The argu ments advanced by Kerr and his 
su pporters hardly seem convincing. Indeed, some 
gau ge of the dou bt raised in the Senate on this 
score can be seen in the fact that Repu blicans, 
who traditionally fight to balk federal control, 
bu lk ed larger than Democrats in the opposition 
to the Kerr bill. 
Twenty-two Repu blicans joined 16 Demo­ 
crats in favor of k eeping the independents u nder 
regu lation by the Federal Power Commission. 
Many of the GOP opponents are New Englanders 
who foresaw rate increases that wou ld fu rther 
damage indu strial prospects in their region. 
New England has been trying to regain its lost 
indu strial prowess in competition with other 
sectors. 
Bu t the opposition went down, 44 to 38. Kerr 
mu stered 28 Democrats and 16 Repu blicans for 
his bill. They represented senators from gas- 
produ cing states and those who are against the 
broadening of federal regu lation, as a m atter 
of principle. 
The debate and the final vote is a revealing 
commentary on how completely party lines may 
be shattered when an issu e is at stak e that 
seems to affect the pock etbook s of the law­ 
mak ers’ constitu ents. In this case, it might be 
added, the pock etbook of Senator Kerr himself 
may be affected, for he is a wealthy man whose 
fortu ne was made in oil. 
It is the big oil companies who are actu ally 
the “independent” gas produ cers involved in 
K err’s bill and will be the beneficiaries of any 
rate hik es. Kerr has not denied he personally 
will profit. He has only debated the probable 
size of his gains. 
It’s dou btfu l the pipeline distribu tors of nat­ 
u ral gas plan to pay the produ cers the higher 
prices they can command and then, lik e good 
Santa Clau ses, simply su ffer a loss in their own 
revenu es so the consu mers can avoid higher 
gas bills. The President look s lik e the consu mers* 
last resort in this situ ation. He ou ght to veto 
the Kerr bill. 


Co mmie Fa ces Ma y be Red 


Insu rance is being offered to you ths in East 
Germany who plan to participate in the well- 
pu blicized march on Berlin at the end of May.

Some people mak e themselves 
positively 
sick 
worrying 
abou t 
cancer, abou t heart disease, or 
abou t the state of their internal 
organs. In time this can bring 
abou t su ch symptoms as discom­ 
fort, breathlessness, and even pain 
which can be confu sed with tru e 
diseases. This not only mak es the 
problem more difficu lt for the (ioc- 
tor bu t certainly mak es the patient 
u neasy, 
u ncomfortable, 
and 
a 
problem to family and friends. 
Althou gh one shou ld not ignore 
early symptoms, constantly think ­ 
ing abou t diseases and symptoms 
is u ndesirable. 
Fear of disease 
may even bring abou t the develop­ 
ment, of symptoms which are not 
related to any disease at all, bu t 
arise pu rely from the emotions or 
the imagination. 
As has been stated many times, 
overanxiety shou ld be avoided. 
People shou ld 
have reasonable 
k nowledge of their bodies and how 
they operate, bu t need not think 
that every little thing which oc­ 
cu rs is a sign of impending physi­ 
cal disaster. A severe long-lasting 
cou gh, the abnormal appearance of 


blood at any of the openings of the 
body, persistent pain and things of 
that sort, of cou rse, shou ld not be 
ignored. 
On the other hand sensations 
even painfu l ones, which last only 
a few moments and never come 
back , are generaly insignificant 
Overanxiety can bring on all k inds 
of strange symptoms which then 
cau se a great deal of additional 
worry. 
Fu rthermore, some dis 
eases lik e an u lcer of the stomach 
or spastic colon are made mu ch 
worse when the patient becomes 
emotionally u pset. 
The proper point of view to tak e 
on all these things. th« *efore. is 
not to ignore or neglect any sjrmp- 
tom which appears to be seriou s or 
which lasts for any appreciable 
length of time. 
ConsUnt worry 
that something seriou s may hap­ 
pen some day, on the other hand 
is eq u ally to be avoided.

Permafro st 


WHai H Meaasc 
WASHINGTON—Permafrost has 
become the scare word for United 
States military eng inecra in cen­ 
tral Alaska. They knew v ery little 
abou t it u ntil they began to d o 
heav y bu ild ing in the areas of 
Lad d and Eilson Field s, near Fair­ 
banks, in the last war. 
Now they hav e learned that 
permafrost mu st be a major cmi- 
sid eration in planning any con­ 
stru ction in that region. Perma­ 
frost Is grou nd that is frozen the 
y ear arou nd . If y ou try 
to tmild 
on it, it thaws and becmnes o o zy 
as qu icksand . 
It is generally cov ered wd th low, 
thick, mossy v egetation, which in­ 
su lates it against su mmer heat 
When y ou scrape off the su rface 
cov er it begins to melt. It goes 
two to 100 feet d eep, av erages 15 
feet. Mu ch of it is a fine silt. 
When attempts hav e been mad e 
to bu ild on it, the bu ild ings set­ 
tled and tilted . Ru nway s for air­ 
planes or heav y d u ty road s bu ilt 
on permafrost u su ally sink, crack, 
or heav e—u nless special precau ­ 
tions are taken. 
The Army Corps of Engineers 
and others who hav e worked in 
the central area of Alaska—^An­ 
chorage and areas to the sou th are 
not affected by permafrost—^hav e 
fou nd that the best thing is to 
find a location where there is 
little or no permafrost. It comes 
in patches—some d eep, some thin; 
and in some places it d oes not 
ex ist 
Where it becomes necessary to 
bu ild ov er permafrost, d eep ex ca­ 
v ations hav e been fou nd to be 
the best solu tion. A v ery large area 
u nd er and arou nd the bu ild ing 
site is scooped ou t; thei^ all bu t 
the basement space is filled in 
with 
coarse material, su ch as 
grav el. 
Contractors for the Corps of 


Enfinaert raeently ex cav ated for 
a ty pical ro w of e i^ t hou ses. Only 
1,120 cu bic y ard s o i earth wou ld 
hav e had to be mov ed for the ex ­ 
cav ation for the basements in this 
coimtry , at a cost of abou t $1 
a 
y ard . Bu t for those hou ses in 
Alaska 0 ,2 2 0 cu lfic y aitte of p« niia- 
frost had to be d u g ou t, then 9 ,100 
cu bic y ard s of grav el had to be 
back-filled . The total cost of the 
operation was $30,150, as compar­ 
ed to a cost of $1,120 heie. 
When bu ild ing a heav y d u ty 
road in this cou ntry , engineers 
normally ex cav ate for 2 % feet 
before lay ing the road bed . In silty 
permafrost, 
the ex cav ation for 
su ch a road normally is 9 .7 feet 
d eep. 
Some attempts hav e been mad e 
to pu t u p bu ild ings on pilings in 
the permafrost. Bu t often the piles 
hav e heav ed u p and tilted the 
hou se as the d eep ice froze arou nd 
them. 
The engineers are now try ing 
to work ou t a new techniqu e for 
bu ild ing small homes in the Lad e 
and Eilson areas. 
They wou ld 
scrape off fit# su rface v egetatimi 
and lay a lay er of grav el on the 
top soil, bou t 18 to *36 inches d eep 
On top of it they wou ld lay con­ 
crete slabs td form the fou nd a­ 
tion for basenientless hou ses. The 
grav el, they believ e, will act as 
insu ltation and prev ent the perma­ 
frost from melting. 
Another problem is lay ing sew­ 
ers and water lines in the perma­ 
frost They freeze u p and twist 
To get arou nd this the engineer.* 
bu ild u nd ergrou nd tu nnels of con 
crete, called “u tilid ors,” throu gt 
which the water, heat and othe 
u tility pipes and lines are ru n 
The heated pipes keep the watei 
from freeezing and keep the u tili- 
d ors warm.

Dea n Acheson, by wa y of imple­ 
menting this idea , decla res tha t 
the United Sta tes fa v ors immedi­ 
a te steps to fit Germa ny into the 
orga niza tion of western Europe. 
He wa nts Germa ny to Join the 
Council of Europe, comprising the 
12 North Atla ntic na tions, includ­ 
ing the United Sta tes. 
Offered Aa a ecia te Memberslilp 
As a ma tter of fa ct Germa ny 
a lrea dy ha s been offered a ssocia te 
membership in tha t orga niza tion, 
but ha sn’t y et responded. 
The 
council meets in London a bout 
mid-Ma y a nd the ma tter ma y be 
pursued a t tha t time. 
Problem a nd possible solution, 
a s sta ted in those 
terms, don’t 
seem 
pa rticula rly 
complica ted. 
Howev er, the underly ing diffi­ 
culties a re v a st, a nd they a rise 
from objections in both ca mps. 
Cha ncellor Andena uer of the 
west Germa n gov ernment believ es 
Germa ny ’s future lies* with west­ 
ern Europe. Howev er, he presses 
for Germa n equa lity a nd security 
which the French, in pa rticula r, 
a re worried a bout. It will be long 
before western Europe rids itself 
of the fea rs engendered by pa st 
Germa n milita ry a ggression a s 
displa y ed in two world wa rs. 


A Ma fa i la nM 
The ma in issue, from the west­ 
ern sta ndpoint, is whether John 
Bull will throw his full weight 
into such a union with the id ^ of 
counter-ba la ncing Germa n mem­ 
bership. Unless Brita in does so, 
Fra nce isnH likely —a t this writ­ 
ing—to a ccept Germa ny into full 
pa rtnership. 
The French a re sa id to ta ke the 
position tha t a union of western 
Europe which included themselv es 
a nd Germa ny , but la cked full 
British support, would soon be­ 
come unba limced 
in Germa ny ’s 
fa v or. 
Tha t ma kes Pa ris ponder 
in terms of a nother world wa r, a l­ 
though the western Allies ha v e 
thumbs firmly down on Germa n 
rea rma ment.

Terraces Sto p 
Ero sio n And 
Benefit Land 


Properly Placed 
Hold Fertilizer And 
Lime In Position 


“I don’t want any of those ter­ 
races on my farm”, is a statement 
that is occasionally heard from 
Pettis county farmers, reports the 
Extension Agent, Roy I. Coplen. 
Why do some farmers mak e this 
statement 20 years after terraces 
hav e demonstrated their ability in 
controlling erosion and holding 
lime and fertilizer where placed? 
An analysis of the situation shows 
that these statements are made by 
those who do not hav e terraces 
and who saw some terraces that 
were improperly planned or con 
structed. 
Some of these poorly planned or 
constructed terraces include the 
following: (1) the terrace system 
is improperly planned—a. the ter­ 
races lead the water into a ditch 
and the terrace channel is scurred 
out and becomes a ditch and b. the 
terraces carry the water in the 
wrong direction, i. « . toward the 
center of operation and mak es it 
necessary to cross the terraces go­ 
ing to and from the fields. 
The construction of many ter­ 
races is wrong. 
For example the distance across 
the terrace ridge is short. 
What 
we mean by this is that on land 
with a 4% slope the distance from 
the ridge starts at the edge of the 
channel to the lower side of the 
ridge is 8 feet. With a ridge height 
of 1 8 inches (i. e. if the channel 
was full of water is would be 18 
inches deep) and a ridge base of 
only 8 feet we hav e a slope that is 
steeper than 3 to 1, (pond specifi­ 
cation on upper side of dam). 
The Standard Terrace 
Such a terrace lack s a lot of be­ 
ing a standard terrace. A standard 
terrace as giv en by the College of 
Agriculture Univ ersity of Missouri 
on a 4% slope is a minimum ridge 
height of 18 inches (well pack ed), 
the bottom width of the channel is 
5 feet, ridge width of 22 feet. 
The narrow ridge terrace is too 
steep for ease in farming, loses 
height rapidly because of the steep 
slope on both sides. Such a terrace 
causes the operator a lot of grief, 
causes him to be against terraces. 
The observ er says ”If that is ter­ 
races 
I don’t want any 
on my 
farm.” 
Contractors find that the follow­ 
ing implements build a stand ter­ 
race at less cost in the following 
order: (1) elev ator machine under 
certain conditions, (2) whirlwind 
in many cases, (3) motor patrol 
(long blade. Under most circum­ 
stances the bulldozer is by long 
odds the least economical. 
To 
mak e time with a bull dozer the 
dirt is mov ed down hill 
(none 
brought up from below). To do 
this with on push, the terraces 
althought hav e height, lack width. 
To get width would tak e nearly 
twice as long. To get height with 
a bull dozer with one cut the chan­ 
nel is usually so wide that an ex­ 
cessiv e amount of subsoil is ex­ 
posed. This coupled with the nar­ 
row ridge is often too 
s i^ p for 
farming results in a material loss 
of crops. 
Good terraces with recommend­ 
ed machinery can be built cheaper 
when about % of the dirt is mov ed 
up from the lower side of the ter­ 
race and about % from the chan­ 
nel side. 


Fumig atio n Fo r 
Killing Of Virus 


Ck>od news in the poultry field 
is that fumigation with formalde­ 
hyde by hatcherymen will k ill the 
dreaded New CasUe Virus. 
During the past six years, the 
deadly New Castle disease 
has 
spread fast to all the chief poultry 
raising regioiK of the United Stat­ 
es. 
But each year, poultrymen 
hav e found out a littie more about 
it and how to fight it. 
During 1949, the formaldehyde 
^m igation got its big test. When 
New Castle disease brok e out m 
an Illinois hatchery, 
the 
sa m e 
method of disinfecting for puU^ 
rum disease was used against the 
New Castle Virus. The formalde­ 
hyde fumigation not only 
all the v irus but also prev ented 
i^y f rther outbreak s during the 
rest of the season. The cWef de­ 
fense against chick s getting the 
continues to be v accina­ 
tion. 
The researchers hav e ex­ 
perimented with sev eral ditterrat 
types of v accine, and c x p ^ fur­ 
ther progress along this line this 
year.

In Return Ov er 
Co st Of Feed 


Extra Profits Are 
Possible Through A 
Grading On Eggs 


With lower prices for eggs some 
farmers may reduce their brooding 
operations this year, says the 
County Extension Agent. 
While 
the price factor of farm commodi­ 
ties should be somewhat of a 
guide in farm operation, yet other 
factors need to be considered. 
As far as the laying flock is 
considered farmers usually should 
plan on hav ing their laying houses 
billed to capacity. By capacity we 
mean 
1 layer 
for each 3 to 4 
square feet of floor space, prov id­ 
ed that proper v entilation is pro­ 
v ided and nests, roosts, etc. Now, 
if ev er, is no time to ov erload the 
house or brooding equipment. 
For those who look at the long 
pull careful consideration should 
be giv en not only to net returns 
per hen but labor income per hen. 
Few are satisfied with only high 
net income per hen unless with it 
goes a good payment for the labor 
per hour that goes with it, espec­ 
ially if they are in the business of 
producing more eggs than the fam­ 
ily uses. 
Comparison On Returns 
Poultry stands high in return 
per one hundred dollars worth of 
feed fed to v arious k inds of liv e- 
tock for a period of years. 
The 
following figures come from farm 
record summaries in Iowa for the 
12 year period of 1934-1945. They 
are: Poultry $176; hogs, $143; 
dairy, $143, beef feeding $125; and 
beef raising $123 (11 year av e­ 
rage). 
Similar findings are shown m a 
15 year period. 1933-1947 from re­ 
cords in Illinois. 
These figures 
show that poultry returned $177 
per $100 worth of feed fed, dairy, 
$172; hogs, $150; dual purpose cat- 
tie, $137; feeder sheep $132 (13 
years); feed cattle, 123; 
nativ e 
sheep, $120 (13 years); and beef 
cow herd, $113. 
Howev er as we said before we 
are interested in more than selling 
the feed at a food price. 
How 
much do we get for the labor in 
handling the flock ? Three dollars 
for com per bushel profits is little 
if we work for a few cents per 
hour, 
A high labor income after the 
expenses such as housing, fuel, 
feed, etc., should be considered. 
This brings us the meat of this 
article, i. e. to hav e a large enopgh 
enterprise to utilize labor adv an­ 
tageously. 
A high labor income 
comes with large numbers of hens. 
A high labor income with less than 
250 or 300 hens is rare. 
If we 
multiply this by 3, 4, or 5 or ev en 
more we really talk about a high 
labor income. 
With this number 
the hours required to handle the 
birds is reduced per unit. Labor 
sav ing dev ices to prov ide water 
feed, and gathering eggs, etc., can 
be used. Then too extra returns 
can be secured through mark eting 
the eggs on a graded basis

South Sewage 
Plant is 
[n Operation 


Two Additional 
Plants to be 
Built This Summer 


The South Sewage Treatment 


Plant, located "at Twenty-eighth 
street and New York avenue, has 
Deen in operation since last Thurs- 
day. It is a part of the system 
paid by the bond election of No- 
vember, 1947, when the citizens 
of Sedalia voted their approval to 
a program of sewerage system im- 
provement, costing $1,075,000. This 
jrogram covers the sanitary sewer 
main systems, storm, sewers sys- 
;ems, 
and improvements of the 


sewage treatment plants. 


The south plant is designed not 


only to take care of the existing 
needs, but to take care of the an- 
ticipated development and growth 
of Sedalia in the next 25 to 30 
years. 


An estimated 9,000 persons will 


ae served by the south plant, and 
the fact that the new modern 
treatment plant was constructed, 
will enable hundreds of additional 
residents to connect laterals on 
to the main line as soon as pump 
stations are in operation, and nec- 
essary lateral districts are organ- 
ized. 
Old Plant Built in 1911 
The old south plant was con- 


structed in 1911. It had a septic 
tank followed by contact beds lor 
secondary treatment. The old con- 
tact beds have not been in use for 
many years. The septic tank has 
been operating continuously. At 
times of high water in the creek, 
th« contents of the septic tank 
have 
been 
dumped. No 
other 


method of cleaning was provided. 


The new south plant, which 


serves the southeast part of Se- 
dalia, is a complete modern plant 
including a single digester with 
floating cover and external heat- 
ing. This treatment plant takes 
care of the original area, which 
drained to the Imhoff septic tank, 
plus the areas known as east dis- 
trict and south district of the sew- 
erage improvement project cover- 
ed by the bond issue. Sewage from 
these districts is collected at pump 
stations located in the east dis- 
trict, south of Highway 50, and 
west of Merriam avenue, and in 
the south district at the corner of 
Twenty-fourth street and Wash- 
ington avenue; thence the sewage 
is pumped through force mains to 
the south treatment plant. 


To Build Two More Plants 
Early this summer, there will 


be completed two additional sew- 
age treatment plants, one located 
north of the city limits and west 
of Grand avenue and the other, 
west of the city limits, and north 
of 
Main street. These 
sewage 


plants will serve the remainder 
of the population of Sedalia, and 
will also be designed to take care 
of the anticipated population in- 
crease for the years ahead. 


In addition to the areas at pres- 


ent, being served by the north 
and west treatment plants, the 
area known as the north district 
in the bond program of 1947 and 
the sewage from the north storm 
sewer project, now under con- 
struction, will be served by the 
north plant, and the area known 
as the west district will be served 
by the west treatment plant. 
The Operation 
The general operation of all 


three plants will be basically the 
same. The general operation of 
the south plant is as follows: 


The raw sewage enters the plant 


through 
an 
influent structure, 


where flow is meterecl and solids 
are chopped up. From the influent 
structure, sewage flows to the 
primary clarifier, which acts as 
a settling basin, where solids settle 
to the bottom. The settled solids, 
called sludge, is collected in a 
hopper, located at the base of the

The Marques, an aristo- 
cratic Madrid physician, wore the 
uniform of the Order of the Holy 
Sepulcher, 
in

knighted recently. 


She is 23, he is 29. 
The Catholic primate of Spain, 


Enrique Cardinal Play Deniel of- 
ficiated. 


The couple knelt before the altar 


with Franco and the bride's moth- 
er, the Countess of Argillo, kneel- 
ing beside them. 
After the ex-^ 


change of rings, the Cardinal pre- 
sented the bride the traditional 13 
pieces of gold, a gift, from the 
bridegroom. 
They were ancient 


coins weighing one ounce each 
(their value as metal would be

er, Mohr said: "I have nothing to 
say."

nal's rejection of two appeals filed 
by movie writers John Howard 
Lawson and Dalton Trumbo. They 
were convicted of contempt of 
Congress for declining to tell the 
House Un - American Activities 
committee 
whether 
they were 


members of the Communist party. 


The 
Supreme 
Court 
denied 


hearings to Lawson and Trumbo 
on their appeals, thereby letting 
stand a lower court ruling that 
congressional 
committees 
have 


power to inquire Lito Communitt 
party members. 


The U.S. Court of Appeals her* 


in upholding the convictions at 
Lawson and Trumbo declared: 


May Abridge Freedom 


"The right of free speech is not 


absolute, but roust yield to na- 
tional interests justifiably thought 
to be of larger importance. Th* 
same is true of the right to remain 
silent. 


"When legislating what it be- 


lieves to be a threat of substan- 
tive evil of national welfare. Con- 
gress may abridge either freedom." 


The Supreme Court's refusal to 


review was announced in an order 
which revealed the vote was 8-1. 
Justices Black and Douglas favor- 
ed a review. Justice Clark took no 
part. That meant those who op- 
posed a review were Chief Justice 
Vinson and Justices Reed, Frank- 
furter, Jackson, Burton and Min- 
ton. 


Lawson and Trumbo wara 


among ten Hollywood personalitiaa 
who refused to tell the -House com- 
mittee in 1947 whether they wer* 
members of the Communist party. 
Case Held Up 
The question was raised during 


the committee's investigation of 
Communism in Hollywood.

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• The Washington Merry-Go-Round 
Senators Think They Can Now 
Squeeze Harry Truman 


By Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON.—Sen. Lyndon Johnson, the 


likable young solon from Texas has been confi- 
dently telling friends: "The President is going 
to sign the Kerr natural gas bill all right. Other- 
wise he will have some very sore Democratic 
Senators on his neck, and Harry Truman is just 
too smart to let this happen." 


The inference is that if the President doesn't 


go along with the Democratic natural gas Sena- 
tors, some of them might just happen to swing 
over to the Republicans, and play havoc with 
the presidential program. 


This, in the words of the more discreet poli- 


ticians,' is called "logrolling" in reverse; though 
in the words of the brutally frank, it is called 
legislation by "blackmail." Whatever you call it, 
many of the boys on Capitol Hill now figure 
they have Harry Truman where they want him 
and can put on the squeeze. 


The first time they sensed this was when he 


changed his mind about vetoing the cotton- 
peanut acreage bill. 


Smart Republican observers, also sensing this, 


have already upped their betting on the con- 
gressional elections next November by 50 per 
cent. They know that whenever a President 
becomes the creature of a Congress rather than 
its leader, his party starts or* the downgrade. 


OOF Get* Cocky 
Here's what happened regarding cotton and/ 


•peanuts that makes the Republicans look so 
cocky. 


The cotton-peanut acreage bill started out to 


b« a good bill. Some such legislation was neces- 
sary in order to rectify injustices in acreage, 
especially cotton. But when the bill got into 
the. House Agriculture committee, the steam- 
roller cotton lobby managed to increase cotton 
allotment* by 1,000,000 to 2,000,000 acret. This, 
despite the fact that the taxpayer* have already 
shelled out $601,133,844 to pay for surplus cot- 
ton, which is many times the amount of the 
potato bill, though receiving a lot less publicity. 
Potatoes, for instance, cost Uncle Sam only 
$50,000,000 this year. 


Several Congressmen opposed this increase, 


including Cecil White of Fresno, Calif., once one 
of the biggest cotton growers in the Central 
valley; also Stephen Pace of Georgia, who knows 
more about agriculture than most Congressmen; 
'and W. R. Poage, from cotton-growing Texat. 
The Department of Agriculture also opposed any 
increase, said that cotton acreage should be 18 
to 19 million acres. 


But a coalition, led by Dixiecrat Tom Aber- 


nathy of Mississippi," overruled them, fixed the 
acreage at 22 to 23 million. 


Once the cotton bloc had upped its acreage, 


Congressman Pace, who represents a great 
peanut-growing district, demanded the same 
treatment for the Georgia "goober." 


Wheat Will Be Next 
The Department of Agriculture argued that 


no more peanuts were necessary, bvit peanut 
acreage was increased by 100,000 acres anyway. 


At this point, the wheat lobby also wanted 


to increase its acreage, but Congressman Cliff 
Hope of Kansas, ranking Republican, agreed to 
put wheat in another bill. He made it plain, 
however, that the wheat farmers would expect 
to get theirs too. 


Meanwhile, last year's wheat carryover was 


307,000,000 bushels; the cotton carryover was 
5,287,000 bales; the Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion, which handles tb.es* surpluses has ex- 
hausted its funds, has had to remove price sup- 
ports on pork and will need an additional bor- 
rowing authority of two billion dollars. Its total 
loss on price supports for the year ending June 
30, 1949, was $254,762,000. 


All this was why Truman's economic advisers 


urged him to veto the cotton-peanut bcreage 
bill. They argued that crop acreages must be 
held down, not increased; that if peanuts and 
cotton were increased, other crops would have 
to be increased, and that riot even potatoes 
could be cut. 


At first, the President was all set to veto. 


Then the biggest guns in the Democratic party 
unlimbered for action, including some of his 
best friends. 


Smart Lobbying 
Organizer of the Key West pressure was 


Georgia's astute Sen. Dick Russell. Though not 
being an intimate of Truman's, he was smart 
enough to stay in the background, let recognized 
Trumanites do the lobbying. Instead, Senators 
Lister Hill and John Sparkmari of Alabama, 
Olin Johnston of South Carolina and Frank 
Graham of North Carolina, all southern Demo- 
crats engaged in fighting the Dixiecrats, sent 
messages to Key West. 


But most effective of all was Vice President 


Barkley who made a phone call to Mr. Truman, 
in effect warned him: 


"If you veto this bill, there will be an ex- 


plosion that wiD rock the Democratic party. 
A veto would torpedo the fair deal and play 
into the hands of the Dixiecrats and the He- 
publicans." 


The President was also told by various friends 


that veto of the cotton-peanut bill might eost 


him vote* en Marshall plan money, might lose 
support in puncturing the "Communist-bogey" 
set up by Senator McCarthy. On the other 
hand, increasing cotton and peanut acreage 
would buy solid southern Democratic votes for 
the State Department and its foreign policy. 


Mr. Truman listened, worried, signed the 


cotton-peanut bill. 


That's one reason Sen. Lyndon Johnson is so 


confident that he will also sign the Kerr bill; 
also why the Republicans are getting so con- 
fident about next November. For this time Mr. 
Truman doesn't have any 80th Republican- 
controlled Congress to use as a punching bag. 
This time the Democrats control Congress, and 
already the GOP is planning to feature moun- 
tains of potatoes and other costly crop carry- 
overs as one highlight of their campaign litera- 
ture. 
Merry - Go -Round 
Mrs. Paul Douglas is the only Senator's wife 


entitled to sit beside her husband on the Senate 
floor. This is because she is a former member 
of Congress irom Illinois. . . . Ohio hotel opera- 
tors are being asked to contribute to Sen. Rob- 
ert Taft's campaign because he helped knock 
out the 75-cent minimum hourly wage for hotel 
workers. A confidential letter signed by E. F. 
Ireland of Cincinnati and W. S. Kring of Lisbon 
says: "Any contributions up to $1,000 will be 
welcome." . . . Labor's League for Political Ac- 
tion is gleefully offering to give Rep. George 
Smathers "a new hat through which he can 
talk" if he can prove a statement in the hot 
Florida primary. Smathers, running against Sen. 
Claude Pepper, solemnly quoted Lenin as saying 
the first step in Communizing is socialized 
medicine.

Truman is Consumers* 
Last Hope on Gas Bill 


By Bruce Biossat 


Unless President Truman vetoes the Kerr bill 


exempting independent natural gas producers 
from federal regulation, millions of gas con- 
sumers may find rates going up. 


Senator Kerr, Oklahoma Democrat and author 


of the measure, did not deny that his plan 
would allow producers to charge more lor their 
gas. But he and other proponents of the bill 
argued that any increases probably would be 
absorbed by distributors rather than passed on 
to consumers through higher retail rates. 


Opponents couldn't see it that way. They 


predicted that domestic and industrial users of 
natural gas in the East and Midwest would 
have to pay between $300 million and $500 
million a year in increased rates. 


The arguments advanced by Kerr and his 


supporters hardly seem convincing. Indeed, some 
gauge of the doubt raised in the Senate on this 
score can be seen in the fact that Republicans, 
who traditionally fight to balk federal control, 
bulked larger than Democrats in the opposition 
to the Kerr bill. 


Twenty-two Hepublicans joined 16 Demo- 


crats in favor of keeping the independents under 
regulation by the Federal Power Commission. 
Many of the GOP opponents are New Englanders 
who foresaw rate increases that would further 
damage industrial prospects in their region. 
New England has been trying to regain its lost 
industrial prowess in competition with other 
sectors. 


But the opposition went down, 44 to 38. Kerr 


mustered 28 Democrats and 16 Republicans for 
his bill. They represented senators from gas- 
producing states and those who are against the 
broadening of federal regulation, as a matter 
of principle. 


The debate and the final vote is a revealing 


commentary on how completely party lines may 
be shattered when an issue is at stake that 
seems to affect the pocketbooks of the law- 
makers' constituents. In this case, it might be 
added, the pocketbook of Senator Kerr himself 
may be affected, for he is a wealthy man whose 
fortune was made in oil. 


It is the big oil companies who are actually 


the "independent" gas producers involved in 
Kerr's bill and will be the beneficiaries of any 
rate hikes. Kerr has not denied he personally 
will profit. He has only debated the probable 
size of his gains. 


It's doubtful the pipeline distributors of nat- 


ural gas plan to pay the producers the higher 
prices they can command and then, like good 
Santa Clauses, simply suffer a loss in their own 
revenues so the consumers can avoid higher 
gas bills. The President looks like the consumers' 
last resort in this situation. He ought to veto 
the Kerr bill. 


Commie Faces May be Red 


Insurance is being offered to youths in East 


Germany who plan to participate in the well- 
publicized march on Berlin at the end of May. 
They can get insurance against injury and death 


While they're at it, the Russian sponsors of 


this project miglrlj try insuring the whole ad- 
venture against failure. For they may find wh«n 
this stunt finally comes off that it's as big a 
frost as many other of their European propa- 
ganda circuses have proved. Certainly the west- 
ern powers are going to do their level best to 
put the chill on this one. 


Post Needs Attention 


The President has made a wise choice in 


naming Secretary of the Air Symington to head 
the National Security Resources Board. This 
post was vacant too long. 


It's reasonable to hope that this action means 


a marked speed-up in the preparing of plans 
for mobilizing the nation's industry in event 
of another war. To put off so vital a task with 
the world in its present turbulent state is to 
court disaster.

Overanxiety Can Bring On 
Some Strange Symptoms

Some people make themselves 


positively sick worrying about 
cancer, about heart disease, or 
about the state of their internal 
organs. In time this can bring 
about such symptoms as discom- 
fort, breathlessness, and even pain 
which can be confused with true 
diseases. This not only makes the 
problem more difficult for the doc- 
tor but certainly makes the patient 
uneasy, 
uncomfortable, and 
a 


problem to family and friends. 


Although one should not ignore 


early symptoms, constantly think- 
ing about diseases and symptoms 
is undesirable. 
Fear of disease 


may even bring about the develop 
ment-of symptoms which are not 
related to any disease at all, but 
arise purely from the emotions or 
the imagination. 


As has been stated many times, 


overanxiety should be avoided. 
People should have reasonable 
knowledge of their bodies and how 
they operate, but need not think 
that every little thing which oc- 
curs is a sign of impending pnysi- 
cal disaster. A severe long-lasting 
cough, the abnormal appearance of 
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blood at any of the openings of th 
aody, persistent pain and things o 
that sort, of course, should not b 
ignored. 


On the other hand sensation 


even painful ones, which last on] 
a few moments and never com 
back, are generaly insignifican 
Ov>eranxiety can bring on all kinc 
of strange symptoms which the 
cause a great deal of additions 
worry. Furthermore, some dis 
eases like an ulcer of the stomac 
or spastic colon are made muc 
worse when the patient become 
emotionally upset. 


The proper point of view to take 


on all these things, therefore, is 
not to ignore or neglect any symp- 
tom which appears to be serious or 
which lasts for any appreciable 
length of time. 
Constant worry 


that something serious may hap- 
pen some day, on the other hand, 
is equally to be avoided. 


Causes Unhappiness 
There is no one more unhappy 


than the person who constantly 
"fears" cancer or some other seri- 
ous condition without any real 
basis lor that fear. Calmness and 
some confidence in nature's ability 
to withstand many of the ills of

Permafrost 


What ft 
WASHINGTON— Permafrost has 


become the Scare word for United 
States military engineers in cen- 
tral Alaska. They knew very little 
about it until they began to do 
heavy building in. the areas of 
Ladd and Eilson 'Fields, near Fair- 
banks, in the last wa,r. 


Now they have learned that 


permafrost must be a major con- 
sideration in planning any con- 
struction in that .region. Perma- 
frost is ground that is frozen the 
year around. II you try to build 
on it, it thaws and becomes oozy 
as quicksand. 


It is generally covered with low, 


thick, mossy vegetation, which in- 
sulates it agaLnst summer heat. 
When you scrape off the surface 
cover it begins to melt. It goes 
two to 100 feet deep, averages 15 
feet. Much of it is a fine silt. 


When attempts have been made 


to build on it, the buildings set- 
tled and tilted. Hunways for air- 
planes or heavy duty roads built 
on permafrost usually sink, crack, 
or heave — unless special precau- 
tions are taken 


The Army Corps of Engineers 


and others who have worked in 
the central area of Alaska — An- 
chorage and areas to the south are 
not affected by permafrost — have 
found that the best thing js to 
find a location where there is 
little or no permafrost. It comes 
in patches — some deep, sonic thin; 
and in some places it does not 
exist. 


Where it becomes necessary to 


build over permafrost, deep exca- 
vations have been found to be 
the best solution. A very large area 
.under and around the building 
site is scooped out; then* all but 
the basement space is filled in 
with coarse material, »uch as 
gravel. 


Contractors for the Corps of 


Engineers recently excavated for 


typical row of eight houses. Only 


1,120 cubic yards of earth would 
have had to be moved for the ex- 
cavation ior the basements in this 
country, at a. cost of about $1 
yard. But for those houses in 
Alaska 8,220 cubic yards of perma- 
frost had to b« dug out, then 5,100 
cubic yards of gravel had to be 
back-filled. The total cost of the 
operation was $30,150, as compar- 
ed to a cost of $1,120 her*. 


When building a heavy duty 


road in this country, engineer; 
normally excavate for 2 
fee- 


before laying the roadbed. In silt} 
permafrost, 
th« excavation 
for 


such a road normally is 9.7 f«e 
deep. 


Some attempts have been made 


to put up buildings on pilings in 
the permafrost. But often the piles 
have heaved up and tilted the 
house as the deep ice froze arouiic 
them. 


The engineers are now trying 


to work out a new technique foi 
building small homes in the Lade 
and Eilson areas. They woulc 
scrape off the surface vegetation 
and lay a layer of gravel on the 
top soil, bout 18 to '36 inches deep 
On top of it they would lay con 
crete slabs to form the founda- 
tion for basenientless houses. The 
gravel, they believe, will act as 
insultation and prevent the perma- 
frost from melting. 


Another problem is laying sew- 


ers and water lines in the perma- 
frost, They freeze up and twist 
To get around this the engineers 
build underground tunnels of con 
crete, called "utilidors," througt 
which the water, heat and othe; 
utility pipes and lines are run 
The heated pipes keep the watet 
from freeezing and keep the utili- 
dors warm.

Daily it becomes 
increasingly 


apparent that the reestabhshment 
of peace and prosperity in Europe 
cannot be achieved until the prob- 
lem of Germany's future has been 
disposed of. 


Carrying 
us 
a step further, 


America's high commissioner in 
Germany John J. McCloy, tells us 
that "the fact is we cannot solve 
the German problem without fit- 
ting it into the larger context of a 
United Europe." 


And U. S. Secretary of State 


Dean Acheson, by way of imple- 
menting this idea, declares that 
the United States favors immedi- 
ate steps to fit Germany into the 
organization of western Europe. 
He wants Germany to join the 
Council of Europe, comprising the 
12 North Atlantic nations, includ- 
ing the United States. 
Offered Associate Membership 
As a matter of fact Germany 


already has been offered associate 
membership in that organization, 
but hasn't yet responded. 
The 


council jpeets in London about 
mid-May and the matter may be 
pursued at that time 


Problem and possible solution, 


as stated in those terms, don't 
seem 
particularly 
complicated. 


However, the underlying 
diffi- 


culties are vast, and they arise 
from objections in both camps. 


Chancellor Andenauer of the 


west German government believes 
Germany's future lies' with west- 
ern Europe. However, he presses 
for German equality and security 
which the French, in particular, 
are worried about. It will be long 
before western Europe rids itself 
of the fears engendered by past 
German 
military 
aggression as 


displayed in two world ware. 


A Main 
The main issue, from the west- 


ern standpoint, is whether John 
Bull will throw his full weight 
into such a union with the idea of 
counter-balancing German mem- 
bership. Unless Britain does so, 
France isnH likely—at this writ- 
ing—to accept Germany into full 
partnership. 


The French are said to take the 


position that a union of western 
Europe which included themselves 
and Germany, but 
lacked 
full 


British support, would soon be- 
come unbalanced 
in 
Germany's 


favor. 
That makes Paris ponder 


in terms of another world war, al- 
though the western Allies have 
thumbs firmly down on German 
rearmament. 


But assuming all these difficul- 


ties have been ironed out, there 
still remains a problem which is a 
potential breeder of conflict. This 
is the division of the Reich, with 
eastern Germany already virtual- 
ly absorbed into the Soviet orbit 
as a satellite. 
A Clannish People 
The Germans 
not 
only 
are 


highly independent and national- 
istic, but they are a clannish peo- 
ple. Those two separate parts will 
in due course coalesce, just as 
surely as the sun rises. In short we 
cannot 
reconstruct 
a 
peaceful 


Europe on the framework of the 
division which now exists. 


That brings us up against the 


question of what hopes there are 
of Russia and the western powers 
reaching agreement for a united 
Germany. The present indications 
are that the hopes are very small 
indeed. Moscow appears to be aim- 
ing at consolidating its hold on 
eastern Germany and then per- 
suading the three western zones 
to unite with the eastern red gov-

Erosion And 
Benefit Land 


Properly Placed 
Hold Fertilizer And 
Lime In Position 


"I don't want any of those ter- 


races on my farm", is a statement 
that is occasionally heard from 
Pettis county farmers, reports the 
Extension Agent, Roy I. Coplen. 


Why do some farmers make this 


statement 20 years after terraces 
have demonstrated their ability in 
controlling erosion and holding 
lime and fertilizer where placed? 
An analysis of the situation shows 
that these statements are made by 
those who do not have terraces 
and who saw some terraces that 
were improperly planned or con- 
structed. 


Some of these poorly planned or 


constructed terraces 
include the 


following: (1) the terrace system 
is improperly planned—a. the ter- 
races lead the water into a ditch 
and the terrace channel is scurred 
out and becomes a ditch and b. the 
terraces carry the water in the 
wrong direction, i. e. toward the 
center of operation and makes it 
necessary to cross the terraces go< 
ing to and from the fields. 


The construction of many ter 


-races is wrong. 


For example the distance across 


the terrace ridge is short. What 
we mean by this is that on land 
•with a 4% slope the distance from 
the ridge starts at the edge of the 
channel to the lower side of the 
ridge is 8 feet. With a ridge height 
of 18 inches (I. «. if the channel 
was full of water is would be 18 
inches deep) and a ridge base of 
only 8 feet we have a slope that is 
steeper than 3 to 1, (pond specifi- 
cation on upper side of dam). 
Th# Standard Terrace 
Such a terrace lacks a lot of be- 


ing a standard terrace. A standard 
terrace as given by the College of 
Agriculture University of Missouri 
on a 4% slope is a minimum ridge 
height of 18 inches (well packed), 
the bottom width of the channel is 
S feet, ridge width of 22 feet, 


The narrow ridge terrace is too 


steep for ease in farming, loses 
height rapidly because of the steep 
slope on both sides. Such a terrace 
causes the operator a lot of grief, 
causes him to be against terraces. 
The observer says "If that is ter- 
races I don't want any on my 
farm." 


Contractors find that the follow- 


ing implements build a stand ter- 
race at less cost in the following 
order: (1) elevator machine under 
certain conditions, (2) whirlwind 
in many cases, (3) motor patrol 
(long blade. Under most circum- 
stances the bulldozer is by long 
odds the least economical. 
To 


make time with a bull dozer the 
dirt is moved down hill 
(none 


brought up from below). TCP do 
this with on push, the terraces 
althought have height, lack width. 
To get width would take nearly 
twice as long. To get height with 
a bull dozer with one cut tht chan- 
nel is usually so wide that an ex- 
cessive amount of subsoil is ex- 
posed. This coupled with the nar- 
row ridge is often too steep for 
farming results in a material loss 
of crops. 
Good terraces with recommend- 


ed machinery can be built cheaper 
when about % of the dirt is moved 
up from the lower side of the ter- 
race and about % from the chan- 
nel side.

Fumigation For 
Killing Of Virus 
c? 


Good news in the poultry field 


is that fumigation with formalde- 
hyde by hatcherymen will kill the 
dreaded New Castle Virus. 


During the past six years, the 


deadly New Castle disease 
has 


spread fast to all the chief poultry 
raising regions of the United Stat- 
es. 
But each year, poultrymen 


have found out a little more about 
it and how to fight it. 


During 1949, the formaldehyde 


fumigation got its big test. When 
New Castle disease broke out in 
an Illinois hatchery, 
the 
same 


method of disinfecting for pullo- 
rum disease was used against the 
New Castle Virus. The formalde- 
hyde fumigation not only killed 
all the virus but also prevented 
wy f.rther outbreaks during the 
rest of the season. The chief de- 
fense against chicks getting the 
disease continues to be vaccina- 
tion. The researchers have ex- 
perimented with several different 
types of vaccine, arid expect fur- 
ther progress along this line this 
year.

With lower prices for eggs some 


farmers may reduce their brooding 
operations this year, says the 
County Extension Agent. 
While 


the price factor of farm commodi- 
ties should be somewhat of a 
guide in farm operation, yet other 
factors need to be considered. 


As far as the laying flock is 


considered farmers usually should 
plan on having their laying houses 
billed to capacity. By capacity we 
mean 
1 layer 
for each 3 to 4 


square feet of floor space, provid- 
ed that proper ventilation is pro- 
vided and nests, roosts, etc. Now, 
if ever, is no time to overload the 
house or brooding equipment.

per hen but labor income per hen. 
Few are satisfied with only high 
net income per hen unless with it 
goes a good payment for the labor 
per hour that goes with it, espec- 
ially if they are in the business of 
producing more eggs than the fam- 
ily uses. 


Comparison On Returns 
Poultry stands high in return 


per one hundred dollars worth of 
feed fed to various kinds of live- 
tock for a, period of years. The 
following figures come from farm 
record summaries in Iowa for the 
12 year period of 1934-1945. They 
are: Poultry 
$176; hogs, $143; 


dairy, $143, beef feeding $125; and 
beef raising $123 (11 year ave- 
rage). 
Similar findings ,are shown in a 


15 year period, 1933-1947 from re- 
cords in Illinois. 
These figures 


show that poultry returned $177 
per $100 worth of feed fed, dairy, 
$172; hogs, $150; dual purpose cat- 
tle, $137; feeder sheep $132 (13 
years); feed cattle, 123; native 
sheep, $120 (13 years); and beef 
cow herd, $113. 


However as we said before we 


are interested in more than selling 
the feed at a food price. How 
much do we get for the labor in 
handling the flock? Three dollars 
for corn per bushel profits is little 
if we work for a few cents per 
hour. 


A high labor income after the 


expenses such as housing, fuel, 
feed, etc., should be considered. 


This brings us the meat of this 


article, i. e. to have a large enopgh 
enterprise to utilize labor advan- 
tageously. 
A high labor income 


comes with large numbers of hens. 
A high labor income with less than 
250 or 300 hens is rare. If we 
multiply this by 3, 4, or 5 or even 
more we really talk about a high 
labor income. With this number 
the hours required to handle the 
birds is reduced per unit. Labor 
saving devices to provide water, 
feed, and gathering eggs, etc., can 
be used. Then too extra returns 
can be secured through marketing 
the eggs on a graded basis.

assistance. A second later, Billy 
lay gasping on the wooden floor 
60 feet from the ground. 


"Okay," he said at length to 


flagpole sitter Odell Smith, 30, 
"now let's get on with the cen- 
sus." 
Flagpole sitter Smith had built 


a small wooden cabin atop the 
flagpole. In the bottom of the 
cabin there was a trapdoor

was through this trapdoor that he 
had pulled up enumerator Smith 
for the census. 


So it was—on foot and by auto, 


in dogsleds and in helicopters— 
that 145,000 men and women were 
counting and quizzing their neigh- 
bors this week in the biggest-ever 
tally of the American people 


Not many weie hauled, like 22- 


year-old Billy Smith of Atlanta, 
by block-and-tackle to the top of 
a flagpole In the course of their 
labors. 


Home Other Obstacles

ing in a "missed persons" form, 
to be made available pt post of- 
fices in a few weeks. 


But some people won't talk. 


Like the woman who telephoned 
census headquarters in Spokane, 
Wash.: 


"I know, dearie, you have a 


job to do. I just wanted to tell 
you, though, that there's no use 
sending anyone here. I won't an- 
swer questions, not even for the 
president of the United ' States." 


A Chicago woman ripped up a 


questionnaire 
and 
threw 
the 


pieces in a census-taker's face. In 
various parts of the country there 
were some objections to the in- 
come question asked of every 
fifth person. 


In New York one man refused 


to tell the census-taker so much 
as ''hello" But he willingly an- 
swered all the questions in writ- 
ing. How come? "Can't talk out 
loud," he scribbled, "because there 
are microphones hidden all over 
the room." 


In Philadelphia an attractive 


young women census taker was 
pushed out of a doorway by a 
young bride. 


"Tell them," the bride directed, 


"to send a man " 


If you're over 14, you can be 


fined $500 and sent to jail for 
60 days if you refuse to answer 
census questions. The bureau says 
nobody has been prosecuted yet. 
Orders are for the enumerators 
to try persuasion first.
